our Captaine in the fame place the yeere before. T hey 
brought in with them a Spani/h-Caruell of Sinell (which he 
had taken the day before, athware of that place, being a 
Caruell of 4daifobound for Nombre de Dios) and alfo one 
Shallop with Oares , whica he had taken at Cape Blanche. 
This Gaptaine Raw/e ynderftanding our Captaines purpofe, 
was delirous to ioyne imconfort with him, and was recei- 
ued vpon conditionsagreed on betweene them. 

Wichin feuen dayes after his comming, hauing fet vp our luly 20, 
Pinnaces, and difpatched alll our bufinelle, in prouiding all 
things neceflaric, out ofour fhipsinto our Pinnaces: wee 
departed from that harbrough, fetting faylein the morning 

towards Nombre de Dios, continuing our courfe till wee 
came to the Iles of Pinos - where being within three dayes 
atriued, we found two Fregates of Newsbre de Dios , lading 
plancke and timber from thence.

Our Captaine, according tothe Dire@tions which hee 


had giuen ouer night, to fuchias hee had made choyce of © 


forthe purpofe, lefttwelue to keepe'the Pianaces, thae 
we might be fure ofa faferetreit, if the work befell: And 
hating: made fure work of the Platform before he would 
enter. the Towne ,:hee thought beft ; firft to view the 
Mount, on the Eaft fide of the Towne,where he was:ins 
formed, ‘by fundry intelligences the yeere. before, they 
had an intentto plane Ordnance, which might fcowre 
roundaboutthe Towne. Therefore leaning one halfe of 
his company, tomakea ftand athe foot of the Mount, 
hemarched vp prefently vntothe top of it, with all {peed,. 


to try the truthof the report for the more fafetie. There. 


wee foundno peece of Ordnance, but onely averie fie: 
place prepared for fuch vfe, and therefore weleft iewith- 


out any ofourmen, and wich all celeritiereturned-downe 


the Mount. Then our Captaine appointed hisbrother, 
with Jobn-O.xeamand fixteene other of his men, to goe 
about behinde the Kingstreafure-houfe, and enter neere 
the Eafter end ofthe market-placé: himfelfe with the- 
re{t, would paffe vp:the broad ftreet, into the: market+ 
place, wich found.of Drumoand Trumpet, > 5 if 
‘The Firepikes dinided halfetothe one, and-halfe ie 
Geir he other

other company, ferued no Iefle- for frightito the enemy, 
thenlight of ourmen, who by thismeans might difcerne 
euerie place verie well, as if ic were neere day,whereasthe 
inhabitants Rood amazed at fo ftrange.a fight, maruelling 
what, the matter might be, andimapining, by reafon of 
our Drums and Trumpets founding info fundry places, 
that we had beenea farre preaternumber then wewere.- 

Yet by meanes of the Souldiers, which were ia the 
Towne; and by reafon of the,time which wee {pent in 
marching vp and:downe the Mount, the Souldiers and 
the Inhabitants had purthem(eluesin armes,and brought 
their companiesin fome order, atthe South-ealt end of 
themarket-place, neerethe-Gouernouis houfe,, and-not 
farre fronvthe pate of the Towne, whichis:only one, lea- 
dine cowards’? anama,shauing(asicfeems)gathered them- 
felues’ thither; cithertharin the Goueriiours fightithey 
might thew their valour, ifit might preuaile,. or elfethat 
by the gate) they might belt take their/a/e, and efcape

“And tomakeia thew of farre greater numbers of thor, 
or elf of acuftome they had, bythelike deuiceto terri- 
Alerelie Spamerons, they'had-hung lines with matchesligh- 
red; ouerthwart the’ Welter-end of the market-place, be- 
cweene the Churchand the Croffe, as though there had 
beetie in a readinefle (ome company-of (hot; whereas in- 
deedithere: was not path two orthree that. tavghe thefe:

But the Souldiers, and fuchas:were joyned with them, 
prefentedivs witha jolly hot volley of thot; beating full:

che fand. We ftoodnot toanfwerthem infiketearmes ; | 


but hauing-difeharged'our firtt volley of fot, and fear.

thered them wich our arrowes ( which our Captaine had 
caufedto be made of purpofe in Eng/and,not great fheafe 
arrowes,, bur fine roning fhafts, very carefully referued 
forthe feruice) we came tothe puth of pike, fo. that our 
fire-pikes being well armed and made of purpofe, did 
vs very great feruice. For ourmenwwith their Pikes and 
fhort weapons, in {hore time tooke fuch order among 
thefe Gallants , fome vfing the but-end of their Peeces 
in ftead of other weapons, that»partly by reafon of our 
arrowes, which did vs there notable feruice, partly by oc- 
cafion ofthis ftrange and fuddaine clofing with them, in 
this manner vnlooked for , and the rather.for that at the 
yery inftant,our Captaines brother, with the other Com- 
pany, with their fire-pikes, entred the market place by 
the eafter fireet : they cafting downe.their weapons, fled 
all out of the Towne by che gate aforefaid, which 
had beene built fora barre to keepe out of the Towne the 
Symerons, who had oftenaffailed it , but now ferved fora 
gap for the Spaniards to flye ar. | 

In following and returning, divers of ourmen were 
hure, with the weapons which the enemy had let fall as 
hee fled : fomewhat, for that we marched with fuch {peed, 
but more for that they lay fothicke and crofle on the o- 
ther. 


. Being returned: weemade our ftand neerethe midftof 


the market place,wherea tree groweth hard by thecrofle; 
whence our Captaine fent fome of our men to flay the 


_ringing of thealarme Bell, which had continued all this — 
while: buethe Church being very ftrongly built and faft 


fhut, they could not without firing (which our Captaine 

forbad) getinto the fteeple where the Bell hung.:. 
Inthe meanetime, our Captaine having taken two or 

three Spaniards in their flight; commanded them-to 


fhew them. the Gouernours houfe , where he vnder-

flood was the ordinarie place of vnladiag the Moyles, of: 
all the creafure which came from .Pasamab by the Kings 
appointment: Although the filuer onely was kept there: 
thegold, pearle and iewels ( being there once entred by. 
the Kings Officer) was carried from thence to the Kings 
greafure-houfe not farre off, being a houle very ftrongly 
built of lime and ftone, forthe fate keeping thereof. 

Atour comming tothe Gouerhours houfe, we found 
the great doore (where the Moyles do viually vnlade) 
even then opened a Candle, lighted ypon the top of the 
ftayers; anda faire Gennet readie fadled:, either for the 
Gouernour himfelfe, or fome other of bis houfehold to 


carry-ic after him. By meanes of thislight,we fawa huge icy: 
heapeof filuer,inthat nether roome:being a pile of barres Os 

of filuer, of (as neere as we could guelle ) feuentie foote bE 
in length, often foot in breadth,and twelve foot in hight, AE) 

piled vp againft the wall, each barre was betweene thirty 1E 

fiue and fortie pound in weight.

_ Wewereno fooner returnied:to our ftrength, but there 
wasareport brought by fome of our men, that our Pin- 
naces were in danger to betaken,and that ifwe our felues. 
got notaboard before day, wee fhould be oppreft with 
mulritudes both of Souldiers.and to wnes- people. This re- 
port had-his ground from one Diego a Negro, who in the 
| time of the firtt con flid,cameand calledto-our Pinnaces, 
to know whether they. were Captaine Drakes? and vpon 
anfwer receiued, continued intreating to be taken aboard 
an C 3 (though 
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Thi ‘Sir Francis: Drake Reaiued, 
(though lie’had firft three or fouire (hot madeat him) vn- 
till at length they fetchthim » and learned by him, that 
not paltcight dayes before our arriaall the King had fent 
thithen fome hundred and fiftie Souldiers togonard ‘the 
‘Towne againttthe Sy merdspandthe Towne at thistime:

titie, ifued vpon the fand, out of.awound-receiuedin 

his legge in the firftincountet , whereby though hee fele 

fome paine, yet (for that he perceined divers of the Com- 
pany, hauing already gotten many goodthitgs,to be very 
readie totakeall occafions, of winding themfelues , ont | 

of that conceited danger.) would-he not haveitknowne 
toany, till this his fainting, againit his will, bewrayed 
ir; the bloud hauing firft filled the: verie prints which 
our foor-fteps. made, tothegreat difmay of all our Com- 
panie, who choughtitnoteredible ; that one man thould 
be able to {pare fo muchybloudandliues: .9 ies.0 0s 
And therefore eucn' they, which were willingelt to 

| haue aduentured mof8, for fo faire abootie, wouldin no 
cafe hazard their Captaineslife; but (having gtuen him, \

ftatein which they now were :and wasof opinion , that 
ic were’ morehonourable for himfelfe, to ieopard his life 
for fo preat'a benefit, then to leave off fo high an enter- 
prife vnperformed:) they ioyned altogether, and with 
force mingled with faire intreatie, they bare him aboard 
his Pinnace; and fo abandoned.a moftrich fpoile forthe 


prefent, onely to preferuetheir Captainesiife, as being 


refolued of him, that. while they enioyed his prefence, 
and had him to command them, they might recover 
wealth {ufiicient; burifonce they lofthim , they fhould 
hardly beableto recover home, no not withzhat which 


they had potteuaiready. 


Thus we embarqued by breake of the day, haping be 
fides our Captaine, manie of cur men wounded, though 
none flaine but one Trumpeter: whereupon though our 


‘Ghyrurgeons wsre bufily employed , in providing reme- 
dies'and falues for their wounds yet the maine.care of 


our Captaine was refpected by all thereft; fo that before 
we departed out of the’ Harbour for the more comfort of 
our Companie , wee tooke the aforefaid Ship of Wines 
withourgreat refiftance. Bat before wee had her freeoff 
the Heauen, they ofthe Towne had made’ meanes to 


bring on of their’Culuerins, which we haddifmounted, — 


foas they made afhotatvs, but hindeted not vs trom 
carrying forth the prizeto the He Baffimsentes , or The ile 
of Vidlaales; whichisanTland that lieth witchourthe Bay 


‘tothe Weftwards, about aleague-off the Towne ,where 


we ftayed the twornextdayes,to cureour wounded men, 
and to refrefh our felues, in the goodly Gardens which 
wethere found ; abounding with great fore of all dainti 
rootes and fruites, befides great plentie of Poukerieand 

other'Fowles, no leffe ftrange theindelicatess* 0.07 
Shortly vpon our firft arrivall in this Hand; the Gouer- 
nour and thereft of his afliftants inthe Towne ( Hf we 
un after- 
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afterwards vnderftood ) fent vnto our Captaine a pro- 
er Gentleman of meane ftature, good complexion, 
and faire fpoken , a principall Souldier of the late fent 
Garrifon, to! view in what ftate wee were. At his com- 
ming he protefted he came to vs of meee good will, for 
that wee had attempted; fo greatand incredible a matter 
with fo few men: and thacacthe firlt the: feared that we 
“had beene French’, at whofe hands they knew they 
fhould find no mercies but after they perceiued by our 


Arrowes; that wee were Englifhmen, their feares were XO 
theleffe; for that'they knew, that though wee tooke the & 


‘Treafure of the place, yet wee would not vile crueltie to- 
wards their perfons. NG it 
“Buralbeit this his affection gaue him caufe enough, to 
come aboard fuch, whofe vertues hefo honou red,yet the 
Gouetnour alfohad not only confented to his comming, 
but dire@ly (enthim, vpon occafion that divers of the 
Towne afarmed (faid he) that they knew our Captaine, 
| who the laf two yeeres had beene often on their Coaft, 
| andhad alwayes vied cheir perfons very well. And there- 
fore defiredto know , firft, whether our Captaine were 
the fame Captaine Drake orno? and next, becaufe ma- 
ny of their men were wounded with our Arrowes, whe- 
cher they were poyfoned or no? And how their wounds 
might beft bee cured? Laftly, what vidtuals wee wanted, 
or other neceflaries? Of which the Gonernour promiled 
by himto fupply and furnilhvs, .as largely ashee durit. 
Our Captaine although hee thought this Souldier buta 
Spies yet ved him very courteonfly, and anfwered bim — 
to his Gouernours demands. That he was the fame Drake 
whom they meant: it was neuer his mannerto poyfon his 
Arrowes: they might cure their wounded by ordinary 
Chirurgerie :asforwants he knew the Iland of Baflime- 
entos had fuficient, and could furnith himif helifted. but ae 
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28 Sir Francis DrakeReuiued, 
he wanted nothing but fome of that fpeciall commodity, 
which that Countrey yeelded, to content himfelfe and 
his Company. And therefore he aduifed the Gouernour 
to hold open his eyes, for before hee departed, if God. 
_ Tent himlife andleaue, hee meant to reape fome of their 
Harueft, which they get out of the Earth, ard {end into. 
Spaine to troubleall the Earth. ; 
Te this anfwere valooked for,this Gentleman replied : 
If he might without offence moue facha queftion, what 
fhould then bee the caufe of our departing from that 
_ Towneat thistime, where wasaboue threehundred and 
fixtie Tun of filuer readie forthe Fleet, and much more 
Goldin value, refting in Iron Chefts in the Kings Trea- 
fure-houfe? But when our Captaine had fhewed him the 
truc caufe of his vnwilling retreate aboard; he acknow-. 
ledged , that wee had no leffe reafon in departing , then 
courage in attempting: and no doubr did eafily fee, that 
it was not forthe Towne-to feeke renenge of vs, by man- 
ning forth fuch Frigates or other veflels, as they had-but 
betterto content themfelues and: prouide for their owne 
' defence. . | . 
Thus with great fauour and courteous entertainment, 
belides fach gifts from our Captaineas moft contented 
him: after dinner he was in fuch fort difmiffed, to make 
report of that he had feene,; that he protefted, hee was ne- 
uer fo much honoured of any in his life. . 
_ After his departure, the Negroe fore-mentioned, be. 
_ ing examined more fully , confirmed this report of the 
Gold and Siluer, with many other intelligences of im- 
portance, ef{pecially how we might have Gold and Siluer 
enough if wee would, by meanes of the Symerous, whom 
though he had betrayed diuers times (being vfed thereto 
by his Mafters). fo that hee knew they would kill him, if 
they gathim: yet if our. Captaine would vndertake his 
protection,

protection, le durftaduenture his life, becaufe heknew 


our Captaines name was moft pretious and highly ho- 
noured of them..: 
This report minifired occafion to further confultation: 


for which, becaufe this place feemed not the fafett; as 


beingneicher the healthiclt not quicteft:: The nexe day in 
the morning weall fet our courle for the He of Pianos or 
Port Plentie, where we had left our Ships, continuing all 


_ that day;.and thenext, tilleowardsnight before we reco- 


uered it, We were the longer inthis courfe, for that our 
Captaine fent away his brother and £4é Hixon to the 
weftwatd, tofearch the Riaer of Céagro, where himfelfe 
had beenethe yeere before, andyet wascarefullto gaine 
more notice of: it being aRiuer which rendeth tothe 
Southward, within {1x leagues of Panamab, where is a lic- 
tletowne called entaCraz, whenceallthetreafure, chae 
was viually bronghe thither from Panamahby Moyles, 
was imbarqued in Frigates, downe the Riuer into the 
North fea, and fo to Nombre de Dios. It ebbeth and 
floweth net farre into the land, and therefore it asketh 
three dayes rowing witha fine Pinnacero pafle from the 


mouth to.esta Cruz, butone day and anightferucthte 


returne downe the Riuer. . : 


. At ourretutneto our Ships, iti our confultation, Cap- 4, 
taine Raw/e forecafting diuers doubts, of our fafe conti- 
muance vpon that:coaft, being now difcouered, was wil- 


ling to depart: and-our Captaine.no lefle willing to dil 
miffe: him :, and-therefore as {oone as.0nr Pinnaces retur= 
ned.from Chacro, with fuch-adnertifements asthey were 


fentforjabout eight dayes before: Captaine Raufe tooke Avenji 7. 


hisleave, leaning vs inthe Ileaforefaid, wherewee had 
yémained. fiue:or fix. dayes..In which meane time, ha-. 
uing: put.all things 'in,a readinefie; our Captaine refol- 
ued, with his two ‘Ships and three Pinnaces to goe to 
eneiy D2" — Carthagents 
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Sir Francis Drake Reuiuied. 


Carthagene, whither in fayling we Spent fome fixe dayes, 

by reafon of thecalmes which came often vpon vs: bur 

all this time we attempted nothing that wee might hane 

done by the way, neither at 7 o/ew, nor aie es et 
caufewe would not be difconered.. 

Wecame.to anchor: with.our two thips i inthe evening 
in feuen fadome water , betweenethe Ilands of Charefha 
and Saint Barmards : our Captaine led che three Pinnaces, 
about the Iland, intothe Harbour of Carthagene; where 
at the very entry, hee founda Frigate atanchor , aboard 
which was onely one.old man; who being demanded} 
where the reft ofthis company ‘was? anfwered ithatthey 
were gonéathoareintheir Gundeloe that enening,tofight 
about a Miftris:and voluntarily related to our Captaine 
thactwo houres before night , there paftby thema Pin- 
nace, with Sayleand Oares,, as faft as euer they could 
row, calling to him, whether there had not beene any 
Englifh or Frenchmen there lately? And vpon ‘anfwere 
that there had beene none: they bidthem looke to them- 
felues : that within an houre , that this Pinnace was. 
come to: the vtterlide of Carthagene, there were many. 
great Peeces thor off, whereupon one going to top, to. 
defery what might be the caufe? Efpied, ouer the Land; 
diners Frigates and {mall fhipping , bringing them{elues. | 
within the Caftle. pt, SEIT 

This report our Captaine credited, therather; for that: 
himfelfe had heard the report of the Ordnance, \at Sea, 
and perceiued fuficiently , that hee was now defcryed? 
notwithftanding , in farther examination, of this oldé 
Mariner, hauing vuderftood, that there was, within the. 
hexr point, a great thip of Sinell., which had here dif 
charged her loding ,and ‘rid now with her yards acroffe, 
being bound the next morning for faint Domingo out 
- Captaine tooke this oldin man into his Pinnace to verifie 


that.

thar which he had.informed.,.and rowed towards this 
Ship, which as we came neereit, hailed vs;as king whence 
our Shallops were! we anfwered, from Nombre de Dios:. 
Araight way they railed andreuiled: we gaueno heed to 
heir words: but euery Pinnace, according to our Cap= 
raines order: one onthe ftarboord bough; the other on 
the ftarboord quarter,and the Captaine in themidfhip on 
the ftarboord lide, forthwith boarded her’, though wee 
tad fome difficltie co eriter,by reafon of her height, being 
of two hundred fortie Tunne. Burasfoone:as we entred. 
vponthe decks, we threw downethe gates and {pardecks, 
to prevent the Spaniards from ahnoying'vs with their 
elofe fights: who then perceiuing that we were poffefled 
oftheir Ship, ftowed themfelues all ia hold with their 
weapons, except two or three yonkers, who were found 
afore the beetes : when haning light out of our Pinnaces, 
we found no danger ofthe enemie remaining, we cut their 
Cables at halfe,and with our three Pinnaces, towed her 
without the [land, into the found rightafore the Towne, 


without danger of their great fhor. 


Meanewhile the Towne hauing intelligence hereof, 
by their watch , tooke th’glarme , rung one their Bels, 


- fhot offabout thirtie Peeces of great Ordinance, putall 


their men inareadineffe horfe and foote, came downe to 
the very point of the wood, and difcharged their Cali- 
uers, to impeach vsifthey might in going forth. 

The next morning our Ships tooke two Frigates , in 
which were two, who called themfelues the Kings Scvi- 
wanos, the one of Carthagene,, th’other of Veragua, with

Nombre de Dios and were now bound for Cathagene, with 
double letters of aduife, to certifie them ‘that Captaine 
Drake had beeneat Nombre de Dios, had taken it , and had

likelihood he hadfackt itche was yet fill upor the Coaft-they

After thatour Captaine had brought all his fleer to. 
«gether: at the Scriwanes entreaties,he was content. to doe 
themall favour, in fetting chem and all cheir companies 
afhoare; and fo baretbence withthe Handsof Saint Ber. 
‘aards ,aboutthree leagues oftthetowne nwere we found 
great ftore of hth for our-refrelhing. ay 
. Heré our Captaineiconfidering that he was now difco- 
uered ; vpon.two of the cheefelt places of all the Coaft, 
,and yet not meaning, to leaue ir, till hee had found the 
“Simerons:, and made his voyage, as. hee had conceived, 
‘which would require fome length oftime,.and fure man. . 
ning of his Pinnaces , hee‘determined with bimfelfe, to 
iburne one of his Ships, and make'of the othera fore. 
houfe, that his Pisnaces (which could hot otherwife) 
might be throughly man’d, aad fo hee might beable to 
abideany time. But knowing the affe&tion of his com. 
pany, bowloath they were to leaue cither of their Ships, 
being both fo goed Saylers and {fo wel] furnifhed, hee 
putpofed.in himfelfe by fome policie, to make them 
moft willing to effe& that he intended. And therefore 
fentfor one Thomas Moone (who was Carpenterin the 
Swanne) and taking bim into his Cabin » chargeth him 
toconceale foratime, a piece of feruice, which hemuft 
in any cafe-confent co doe aboord his .owne Ship: thar 
was, inthe middle ef the fecond, watch, to go downe 
fecretly inte the well of che Ship, and with a prear {pikes

{waded him with promife thae it fhould not be knowne, 
till all cf them fhould be glad of ic: he vadertooke ir,. 
and did itaccordingly.. ; 
The next moruing our Captaine tooke his Pinnace: gygnf ts. 
vericearly, purpofing togo afithing (for thatthere is) ~ 
verie great ftorein all che Coaft) and falling a boord the 
Swanne,.cailethforhis brotherto go with him, whort- 
fing fuddenly, anfwereth that he would follow prefently, 
or ifit would pleafe him to ftay a verie little, he would at- 
tend him. Our Captaine preceiuing the feate wrought, 
would not haften him,butinrowingaway, demanded of 
them, why their Barke was fo deepe?.as making no ac-. 
count ofits but by occafion of this demand , his brother 
fent one downe to.the Steward to knew whether there 
were any water inthe Ship ?.or what other caufe might 
be?. The Steward baftily fepping downe at: his viuall 
| skuttle , was. wet vp tothe! walte, and: thifting wich 
| more hafte to come vp againe as if the water had 
followedhim, eryed out thae the Ship was full of wa- 
ter. There wasno needetohaftenthecompanic, fome 
i to pumpe, others to fearch for the leake, which the’ 
| Captaine of the Barke feeing they did onall hands verie : 
| willingly, be followed his brother, and certified him of / 
the ftrange chance befulne them that night; thar where 
as they had not pumpt twifein fixe weekes before ,now 
they had fixe foote water in hold: therefore he defi-.

taine with his companic profered togo to helpe them, he 
aafwered; they had men enough aboord,and prayed him 
tocontinuc bis fifhing , that they might hane fome part 
of icfor their: dinner.

rie little syet {uch iwas their loue to the Barke Cas out : 


Captaine wellknew ) that they ceafed not, butto the vt-

perceiving, that though they had beene relieued by out 


Captaine: himfelfe andimany of his companie,'yet they’ 
were not able to free aboue a foote and a halfe of water, 
and could haueno likelihood of finding the leake; had 


now alefieliking of her then before, and greater content 


to heare offomemeans forremediciwhetcupon our Cap- 
taiie confulting withthenn what they thought Bef to bee 
done: found that they-had moredefire to hanéallashee 
thought fit, then iudgement to coniceitie ahy meanes of 
remedie, And therefore he propounded, that himfelfe 
would »goe intocthe Pinnace,- till bee could pronide 


fome handfomey Frigate, and that his ‘brother fhould- 


be Captaineinthe admirals, and the Matter thould ‘alo 


bethere placed with bim;;infeed of this: which fecing 


they could not fave, he would haue fired, that the enemy 
nlight ncucrrecouer her: bucfirttall the Pinnaces fhonld 
be brought aboord:her,'that euery oné thightraké out of 
her whatfoeuerithey lacktor liked. This’, though the 
company atthe firft marueiled ar, yet prefently it was put 
in execution and performed that-night : our Captaine 
hadhis: defire; and men enough for his Pinnaces, °°! © 
| Thehexemorning »we refolued'to fecke our fome fit 
place, imthe found of Dorricune , where w e‘mipht fafely 
deaue our Ship at Ancor, not difcouerable by the enemy,

who thereby might imagine vs quite departed from the 
Coaft,and we the meane time better follow our purpoles 
with our Pinnaces; of which our Captaine would him- 
(elfetake two to Ris Grande, and thethird leaue with his 
brother to feeke the Symerons. 


Vponthis refolution, we fet fatle prefently for the fayd  4ug.21. 


Sound, which within fiue dayes we recouered,abfteining 
of purpole, from all fach occafionas might hinder our 


‘determination, or bewray our being vpon the Coaft. As 


fooneas we arrived, whereour Captaine intended, and 
had chofena fit and conuenient road (out of all trade)for 
our purpofe ; we repofed our (elnes thete, for fome fif- 
reene dayes, keeping our feluesclofe, that the bruire of 


our being vpon the Coaft might ceafe. 


But in the meane time wee were not idle: for befides 
fich ordinarie workes, as our Gaptaine enerie moneth 
did viually inure vsto, about che trimming and fitting of 
his Pinnaces, for their better failing and rowing: hee 
caufed vs to rida large plot of ground, both of Trees 
and Brakes and to buildvs houles, fufiicient for all out 
lodging, and one efpecially for all our publique mee- 
tings, whereinthe Negto which fledtovs before did vs 
great feruice, as being well acquainted with the Coun- 
trey, and their meanes of building. Our Archers made 
themfelues Butts to fhoot at, becaufe wee had many thac 
‘delighted in that Fxercife, and wanted not a Fletcher 
to keepe our Bowes and Arrowesin order. The reft of 
the company, eneric one as hee liked bef, made his dif- 
portat Bowles, Quotts, Keiles, &c. For our Captaine 
allowed one halfe of their company to pafle their time 
thus, eerie other day interchangeably, the other halfe 
being enioyned to the neceflarie workes, about our Soip 
and Pinnaces, andthe providing of freth vidtuall, Fifh, 
Fowle, Hogs, Deere, Comes, ae whereof there is great

although our Captaine had becne acquainted with fuch 
likein that Countrey, andcold'vs that they continue fel. 
dom longer then three quarters of an houre. This Rérme 
was no fooner ceaft,but icbecame verie calme,and there. 
with therecamefuch an innumerable multitude ofa kind 
of flies of thar Countrey ‘called wuskites (like our Gnats) 


~ which bite fo fpitefully, that'wee could not réeftaltehae 


hight, nor finde meanes to defend our felucs from them, 
by reafon of the heat of the Countrey : the beft remedy 
we then found againg them, wasthie inyce of L.yimons, 

- Abthe breake of day we departed, rowing in the'edd y, 
and haling vp by thetrees where the edd y failed, with 
great labour, by fpels, without cealing, each:company 
their halfe houre glaffe, without meeting any, tillaboue 
threea clock after noone, by which time we could get but 
fiue leagues ahead. Then we efpieda Canow with two 
Indians fifhing in the Riuers but we {pake notto them, 
left fo we might be deferyed: nor they to vs, astaking vs 
to be Spanyards. But within'an houre after we efpied cers 
taine houfes onthe other fide of the River, whole chai: 
nellis twentic fiuefathome deepejand his bredth fo'grear, 
that aman can {cantly bedifc rned-from fidetofide, Yer 
a Spanyard which kept thofe houfes; ‘had e{pied our Pin. 
naces, and thinking we had been his Country-men,made 
afmoake; for a fignall totutne that way, as being defi- 
tous to {peake with ws. After thatwe ef; pying this fmoak, 
had made with ir,andwere halfe the Riner ouer, he whea- 
ued vs with his hat,.and bis long hangitie fleeues to come 


_afhoare: Butas we drew heerer voto him, heedifcerned 
that we were nardhofe helooked for he took his heeles, & 


fled. from his houfes;which we'foundto be fuein num ber, 
all full of white! Ruskesdried: Bacon,thacCountry Cheele 
(like Holland Cheefe. in fathion; but faire more delicate

intafte, of which they fend into Spasne as fpeciall Pre- 
fents) many forts of {weet meats, and Conferues, with 
ereat tore of fugar, being prouided to ferue the Fleet re- 
turning to Spaine. : 

With this ftore of vi€tuals we loaded our Pinnaces,and 
by the fhutting in of the day we were ready to depart; for — 
chat weehaftned the rather, by reafon of an intelligence 

juem vs by certaine Indian. Women which wee foundin 
rhofe houles: that che Frigates (thefe are ordinarily thir- 
tie, or vpwards, which vfually.cranfport the merchandife 
fent outof Spaine to. Carthageme, from thence to thefe 
houfes, and fo in great Canoas vp hence into Nueva Rey- 
no, for which, the Riverrunning many hundred leagues. 
within the land, ferueth-verie fitly , and returne in ex- 
change,the gold and creafure, filuer, vidtuals and commo- 
dities, which that Kingdome yeeldeth abundantly:) were 
not yet returned from Carthagene, fincethe firft alarum: 
they tooke of our being there. 
As wee weregoing aboord our Pinnaces from thefe 
Store-houles, the Indiansof a great Towne called Pil/e. 
del Rey,fome two miles diftant from the waters fide where 
wee landed; were brought downe by the Spanyards into 
thebuthes, and (hot their arrowes ; but we rowed downe 
the ftreame, withthe current (for that the winde was a- 
gainft vs) onely. oneleagne, and becaufeit was night, an- 
choredtill. the morning, when weerowed downetothe

mouth of the River, where wee vnladedall our prouifie. 


ous, and clensfed our Pinnaces, according to our Cape 
caines cuftome, and tooke itinagaine, and the fame day 
went tothe Weltward. | 

Inthis returne we defcrieda Ship, a Barke, and a Pri- 
gate, of which the Ship and Frigate went for Carthagenc, 
but the Barke was bound to the Northwards, with 


che winde Eafterly, fo that wee imagined fhee had fome 
gold. 
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old or treafare going for Spaine: therefore we gane her 
“inate, but taking her, and finding nothing of importance 
-4 her, vnderftanding that {he was bound for Sugar and 
Hides, welet hergoe, and hauing a good gale of winde, 
continued ourformer courfe to our Shipand company. 
In the way betweene Carthageneand Tolon, wee tooke Scept. 13. 
Gue or fixe Frigates, which were ladenfromTolow, with 
.. Tine Hogs,Hens and Maiz,which we call Guynie wheate: 
of thefe hauing gotten what intelligence they could piue,, 
of their preparations for vs,and divers opinions of vs,was 
difmiffed allthe men, onely ftaying two Frigates with vs 
ipecaufe they were fo well ftored with good victualls. 
“Within three dayes after we arrined at the place which. 
our Captaine chofeat firftro leaue his Shipin, which was. 
called by our Companie Port-plentie, by reafon wee: 
brought in thither continually all manner ftore of good 
victuals, which we tocke going that way bySea, forthe 
victualling of Caribagene and Nombre de Dios, as alfo the 
‘Fleetes going & comming out of Spaine:fo that ifwe had: 
beene two-thoufand, yea three thoufand perfons, wee 
might with our Pinnaces eafily haue provided them fuf- 
ficient victuall of Wine, Meale,Ruske, Caflauy, (8 kinde 
of Bread ‘made of a roote called Yucca , whofe iuyce is. 
poyfon, bur the fubftance good and wholefome)dryed 
ss Beefe, dryed Fith,liue Sheepe,liue Hogs saboundance of 
ceed Hens, belidesthe infinite ftore of daintie freth very ealily: 
| +o be taken every day. Infomuch that be were forced to: 
: build foure fenerall Magazines or ftore-houfes, fome- 
| renne, forme twentie leagues a funder, fomein Ilands, 
| fomein the maine, providing our felues in divers places, 
| that though'the Enemie fhould with force furprife any 
| one, yet we might be fuficiently furnifhed, till we had 
| made our voyage as wee did hope. In building of 
thefe , our Negroes helpe was very much, as having 2-

This our tore was fuch, as thereby we releeued , not 
onely our felues and the Symerons, whilethey were with 
vs, butalfo two. French Ships in extreme want. Forin 
ourablence Captaine John Drake hauing one of our Pin- 
haces as was. appointed, went in with the maine, andas 
he rowed aloofe the fhoare, where he was direéted by 
Diego the Negroe aforelaid, which willinglycame vato ys 
at Nowbye de Dios , hee elpied certaine ofthe Sywmerons, 
with whome he dealt fo effeQually, thatin conely fionhe 
lefetwoof our men with their Leader , and brought a- 
board two of theirs: agreeing that they thould meete him: 
againe the next day, ata River midway betweene 


the Cabezas and our Ships, which they named Rig 
Diego, -- |

ioy of his arriuall, becaufe they knew bim'to be anenemy 
tothe Spantards, hot onely by his late being in Nombre

rielong, and more trou blefome, by reafon of many fteepe 


Mountaines, deepe Rivers and thicke brakes: defirin 
therefore, thar itmight pleafe our Ca Ptaine to ta 
order, as hethought beft, with all conuenient 
this behalfe. Our Captaine confidering the 
thefe perfonis, and weighing ie with his for 
gences had, not onely by Negroes but Spa

niards-alfo. 
Whereof 
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whereof he was alwayes very carefull: as al( conferring 
ic with his brothers informations of the great kindnefle, 
that they fhewed him ‘being lately with them: after hee 
bad heard the opinions of thofe of belt feruice with him, 
what were fitteft to be done prefently:: refolued himfelfe 
with his brother,and thetwo ‘Symerons,in his two Pinna= 
ces to gotoward this River , ashe did the fame euening; 
giving order,that the Ship andthe reft ofhis Fleet, (hould 
the next morning follow him, becanfe there wasa place 
_ of'as great fafetie and {uficiencie » which his brother 
had found out neere the River. The fafetie of itconfifted; 
Not onely, in that whichis common all along that coaft 
from T olouto Nombre de Dios, being aboue fi xty leagues, 
that itisa moft goodly & plentifull Countrey,and yet ins 
babited not with one Spaniard,or any for the Spaniards: 
but efpecially in thatitlieth among a great many of good: 
dy Hands fullof Trees, where, though there be channels, 
yet there are foch Rockes and thoales, thatno man can 
enter by night, without great danger, nor by day without 
‘difcouery, whereas our Ship mighe lie hidden within the 
Trees. 

The next day we arriued at this Riuer appointed, where 
we found the Symerons according to promife : the reft of 
their number, werea mile vp in a wood by theriuers fide, 
 "Phere,after we had given them entertainementandiecei- 
ued good teftimoniesof their ioy and good will-:towards | 
Vs, wetooketwo more ofthem into our Pinnaces, leaning 
| ourtwo men with the reft of theirs, to march byland, to. 
another Riuer called Rig G4ana, with intentthereto meete 
with another Companie of Symerons, which were tow in. 
_ the Mounraines.So we departed that day from Azo Diego, 
| with our Pinnaces towards ous Sh; P, as maruelling that 
| the followed vs not as was appointed. aciaabee 

Buttwo dayesafter, we found her inthe place where Sept: 163. 
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we lefther, butin farre other ftate, being much fpoyled, 
andin great danger, by reafon of a tempelt fhe had in our 
abfence. | 

As foone as we could trimme our Shippe, being fome 
two dayes, our Capraine fent away one of his Pinnaces, 
rowards the bottome ofthe Bay,amoneft the fhoales,and 
fandy Hands, to found our the channell) for the bringing 
in of our Ship meerer the maine. 

The next day we followed, and were ( with warie pi- 
jatage, directed fafely into the beftchannell , with much 
adoe to recouer the Roade, among fo many flats and 


fhoales.Ie was neere about fiue leagues from the Catiaaas, 


betwixt an [land and the maine, where we moared our 
Ship. The land was not aboue foure Gables length 
fom the maine, being in quantitie fome three Acres of 
ground, flatand very full of trees and bufhes. 

Wewere forcedto fpend the beft parc of three dayes, 
after our departure from our Port-plentie, before wee 
were quietin the new-found Roade , which we had but 
newly entred, when our twomen and the former Troupe 
of Simerons, with twelue other waom they hadmet inthe 
Mountaines, camein fight ouer againft our Ship, on the 
maine: whence we fet them all aboard, to their greare 
comfort and our content: they reioycing thar they 
fhould hauc fome fit opportunity,to wreake their wrongs 
onthe Spaniards: we hoping thatnow our voyage fhould 
be bettered: : 

At our firft meeting when our Captaine had moued 
them, to thew him the meanes which they had to furnifh 
him with gold and filuer: they anfwered plainely , that 
had they knownegold had beene his defire, they could 
haue fatisfied him with fore, which forthe prefent they 
could not do, becaufe the Rivers, in which they had 
funcke great ftore, which they had taken from the 


Spaniards 
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Spaniards, rather to defpite them then for loue of gold, 
were now fo high, thatthey could not getitout of fuch 
depths for him, and becaufe the Spaniards in thefe rainy 
moneths doenot vie to carrie their treafure by land. 
- This anfwer although ic were fomewhat vnlooked for, 
yet nothing difcontented vs, but rather perfwaded vs far- 
“her of their honeft and faithfull meaning towards vs. 
Therefore our Captaine to entertaine thefe fiuc moneths, 
commanded all our-Ordnance and Artillerie a fhoare, 
with all our other prouifions: fending his Pinnaces to the 
maine, to bring over great trees, to makea Fort vponthe 
fame Iland, forthe planting of all our Ordnancetherein, 
and for our fafeguard, ifthe Enemy inall thistime fhould 
chance tocome. 
Que Symerons cut downe Palmito boughes and bran- Sept. 240 
ches, and with wonderfull {peed raifed vptwo large hou- in 
“fes for allour Company. Our Fort wasthen made (by 
_ .geafon of the place) triangle wife with maine timber and 
earth, of which the Trench yeelded vsgoodftore, fothat 
we madeie thirteene foot in height. : 
But afterwe had continued vpon this Iland foureteene 0 tab. 7. 
| dayes, our Captaine having determined, withthree Pin- 
| naces to goe forCarthagene, left his brother John Drake, 
Be, cogouerne thefe who remained behinde withthe Syme- 
rons, to finith the Fort which hee had begun : for which 
he appointed him to fetch boords and plancks, as many 
| as his Pinnace would catrie, from the prize which wee 
: tooke at Rio Grand, and left atthe Catinaas, where {hee 
drauea (horeand wracked, in our abfence: butnow thee 
might ferne verie commodionfly to fupply our vies, in 
making Platformes for our Ordnance. Thus)our Cap- 
taine and his brother tooke their leane, the one to the © 
Eaftward,andthe other tothe Cativaas, — | 
That night wee came to.an Ie, which hee-called 
; ag ¥ Spurkite 
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34, Sir Francis Drake Reuiued, 
Spurkite Vand, becaufe we found there great flore of {uch 
a kindea bird in (hape, but verie delicate, of which wee 
killed and rofted many, ftaying there till the next day 
mid-noone when we departed thence: And:about foure 
aclocke recouereda big [land in our way, where we flay- 
edall night, by reafonthat there was great {tore of fith, 
and eSpecially of a great kind of fhell-filh of a footiong, 
we called them Whelkes. > 125 5e 
The next morning we were cleere of thefe Hands and 
Shoales, and haled off into the $ea. Abaue foure dayes 
after, neere the Hands of Saint Bernards, wee chafedtwo 
Frigates a fhore : and recouering one of the Ilands, made 
ourabode there fome two dayes, to wath our Pinnaces 
and rake of the fith. (it Te 
Thence wee went towardsTo/ow, and that day landed 
neere the Towneina garden, where wee found certaine 
Indians, who deliuered vs theit bowes and atrowes, and 
gathered for vs fuch fruit asthe Garden did yecld, being 
many forts of daintie fruits and roots, ftill contenting 


_them for that we receiued: our Captaines principall in- 


tent in taking this and other places by the way, not being 
forany other caufe, bur onely to learne true intelligences 
of the flate of the Countrey and of the Fleets. 

Hence we departed prefently,and rowed towards Chas 
vefoa the Iland of Carthagene, and entred in at Bocha Chi« 
ca, and hauing the winde large, weefailed in towards the 
Citie, and let fall our Grappers betwixt the Iland and the 
maine, right ouer againft the goodly Garden Tland: In 


' which our Captaine would not faffer vs to land, notwith- 


flanding our importunate defire, becaufe hee knew it 
might be dangerous: for thatthey are wont to fend Soul- 
diers thither, whenthey know any men of warre vpon 
the Coaft, which we found accordingly : for within chree 
houres after, patting by the point of the Iland, wee ih a 
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aolley of an hundred thot fromthem, and yet there was 
but one of our men burt. |

This euening wee departed to Sea, and a day fol- Ofb.r3 


lowing, being fome two leagues off the Harbour, wee 
toekea Barke, and found thatthe Gaptaine and his wife 
with the better fort of the paflengers, had forfaken her, 
and were gone afhore in their Gundelow: by occafion 
whereof wee boorded without refiftance, though they 
were verie well pronided, with (words andtargets, and 
fome {mall fhot, -befides foureiron Bales. She was about 
fiftie Tunne, haning ten Mariners, fiue or fix Negroes, 
preat {tore of ope and {weet meats, bound from Sainte 
Domingoto Carthagene. This Captaine left behinde him 
afilke Ancient with his Armes, as might be thoughtin 
haftie departing. 


Thenextday we fentallthe company a fhoreto feeke 9 fob. 18. 


their Mafters, fauing a young Negrito of three or foure 

yeeres old, which we brought away, butkept the Barke, 
andin her, bore into the mouth of Carthagene Harbour, 
where we anchored. 

_Thatafternoon,certaine horfeemen came downeto the 
point by the Wood fide, and with the Scriuano foremen- 
tioned, came towards our Barke witha Flag of Truce,de- 
firing of our Captaine fafeconduG for his comming and 
going: the which being granted; hecameaboord vs, gi- 
uing our Captaine great thankes for his manifold fas 
uours, &c. promifing that night before day breake, to 
bring as much'viuall.as they would delire, what fhift 
focuer hee made, or what danger foeuer hee incurr’d of 
law and punifhment. But this fell outto be nothiag but 
adeuice of the Gouernour forced-vpon the Scrivano; to 
delay time,til they might prouide them felues of fufficient

fter point with a flag of Truce,our Captaine manned one 
of his Pinnaces and rowed a fhoare: when we were with- 
ina Cables lengthof the fhoare, the Spaniards fled, hi- 
ding themfelues in the Woods, as being afraid of our 
Ordnance ; butindeed to draw vs on to landconfidently, 
_andto prefume of our ftrength. Our Captaine comman- 
ding the Grapnellto be caft out of the fterne, veered the 
Pinnacea fhoare, and as foone as fhee. touched the fand, 
hee alone leapt a fhoare in their fight, to declare that 
hee durft fet his foota land, but flayed not among chem: 
to let them know, that though hee had not fufficient 
forces to conquer them, yet hee had fufficient iudge- 
ment to take heed of them. And therefore perceiving — 
their intent, as foone asour Captaine was aboord, wee 
haled off vpon our Grapner and rid awhile, They pre- 
fently came forth vpon the fand, and fent-a youth,as with. 

_ a meflage from the Gouernour, to know what our intent 

was, to ftay thus vpon the Coaft ? Our Capraine anfwe- 

red, hee meant to trafique with them: for heehad Tin, 

Pewter, Cloth, and other Merchandifé that they ‘nee- 

ded.

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and was prefently returned, with another meflage ¢ that,

~ Weheard no anfwer allthat day, and therefore toe 
ward night we went aboord our Frigats and repofed our 
felues, etting and keeping very orderly all chat night our 
watch, with great and{mall hot. 

-. The next morning the winde which had beene Weilt- 
erly inthe euening , altered to the Eaftward. About the 
dawning ofthe day , wee efpied two Sayles turning to- 
wards vs, whereupon our Captaine weighed with his 


Pinnaces, leauing thetwo Frigates vnmand. But when 


we were come fomewhat nigh them , the winde calmed, 
and we were faine torow towards them, till thatapproch- 
ing verienigh we faw many heads peering ouer boord.. 
For, as we perceiued, thefe two Frigates were mand and 
fet foorth out of Carthagene ,to fight with vs, and at leatt 
toempeach or bufie vs, whiles by forme meanes: or other 
chey might recover the Frigates from vs: but our Cap- 
caine prevented both their drifts. For commanding lobw: 
oxnam to fay with the one Pinnace, to entertaine thefe 
ewo men of warre, himfelfe in the other made firch fpeed, 
that hee gate to his Frigates which ‘he had left at An- 
chor, arid cauled the Spaniards (who inthe meanetime 
had gotten aboord in a fmall Canow thinking to haue 
wor | 2 towed: 
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towed them withia:the danger: of their hot) to make 
greater hafte thence; then they did thither. Por he found 
that in dhifting chence, fomeofthem were faine tofwim a 
land(the Canow not being able to receive them)and had 
left their apparell, fome their Rapiers'and Targets, fome 
their Flaskes and Calliners behinde them, althoughthey 
were towing away of one of them:. therefore. con- 
fidering that'we could not manithem,, we funcke the otic, 
burne the other, giving them to vnderftand by chis,thae 
we perceiued their fecret pratifes. one tah 
oo This being done, he returned to John Oxcnays » who-all 
this while lay by the men of warre without proffering 
of fight. Aad affoone as our Captaine wascome vp to 
thefe Frigates, the wind blew much ftom.-the fea, fo thar, 
we be being betwixt the thoare & them,wereinamanner 
forced to beare roomeinto the Harbor before them, to 
the great ioy ofthe Spaniards who. beheld it, in fuppo- 
fing that we would-ftill haue fled beforethem. But af 
foone as we were inthe Harbor, and felt {mooth water, 
our Pinnaces ( as we wereaflured of ) getting the winde, 
we fought with them vpon thaduantage, fo that after a 
few {hot exchanged, and aftorme tifing, they wetecon- 
tented coprefle no neerer, Therefore as they lee fall cheir 
Anchors, we prefently let drop our Grapners in the 
winde ofthem, which the Spasifh Souldiers feeing , con- 
fidering the difaduantage of the, winde, the likelihood of 
the ftorme to. continue ,'and {mall Hope of. doing any 
good, they wereglad.to retire themfeluesto the Towne. 
But by reafon of the foule and tempeftuous weather, wee 
rode ther foure dayes , feeling great cold, by reafon wee 
hadfuch fore raines. with Weterly winde, and fo litele 
faccor in our Pinnaces: .. | 4 O18a.esd 4 
The fift day after, there.camein a Frigate from the fea, 
which feeing vs make cowards her, ranne herfelfe a 
saat fhoare 
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fhoare; vnhanging her Rudder and taking away her 
Sayles, that {he nughe not ealily be carried away. Bue 
when.we were come vp to her,we perceived about.a hun- 
dred horfe and-foote, with their furnitare ; éamerdowne 
tothe point ofthemaine, where wee interchanged fome 
fhot with them: One of our’great thoc paft fo neerea 
braue Caualiere of theirs, that thereby they were occa- 
fioned to adnife themfelues, and to retreat into the 
woods, where’ they «might futhiciently: defend and ref- 
cuethe Frigate fromvs ,.and annoy vsallo, if wee flayed © 
long about her. Therefore we concluded to go to fea a- 
gaine, putting forth through Boca chica, with intent to

they incouraged themfelues and-aflured their fellowes of 
the day- Buc our Captaine weighing this cheir atcempr, 
and being out of danger of their thot from the land, com.

uironed boththe Pinnaces with Bonnets, as foraclofe 
fight, and then wheaued them aboord them. 

They kept themfelues vpon their Oares at Calliuer 
fhot diftance; {pending powder apace;as we did fometwo 
orchree houres; webad one of our.men onely, wounded 
inthat fight:whag they had is vaknowne to vs, but we faw 
their Pinmaces {hot thorow in divers places,and the pow- 
der of one of them rooke on fire:whereupon we waighed, 
intending to beare roome, to oucr-ranne them: which — 
they perceiving andthinking that we would haueboor- 
dedthem, rowed away amaine to the defence which they 
hadin the wood, the rather becaufe they were difappoin- 
eed of their helpe, that they expected from the Frigate 
which was warping towardsvs., but by reafon of the 
much winde that blew, could not cometo offend vs, or 
fuccour them.

Thus feeing that we were ftill molefted, and no hope 
remained of any purchafe to bee had, inthis place any 
longer, becaufe we were now fo notably made knownein . 
thofe parts, and becaufe our viGtuals grew {cant , as foone 
asthe weather waxed fomewhat better (the wind conti« 
nuing alwayes Welterly , fothat wecould not retutneto 
our Ships) our Captaine thought beft to goe to the Eaft-

Acmes,bare euery onciofthem,a great quantity of vidu- 
all. & .prouifion, fupplying our wantof cariages int folong 
-amatch ,-fo:that we werenot troubled wich any thing 
butiourfurnitute.And becaufe they could not carrie e- 
npugh to faffice vs altogether, therefore,as they promiled 
before 


ws 
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before, fo by the way wich their atfowes, they prouided 


for vs competent {tore from time to time. 
They haue euerie one of them two forts of arrowes, 


theone to defend himfelfe and offend the enemy, theoe. 


ther to kill his viduals. Thefe for fight are fomewhat 
like the Scortifh Arrow; onely fomewhat longer, and 
headed withiron, wood,or filh-bones. But the Arrowes 


_ for prouifion are of three forts, the firtt ferueth to kill 


any great Beaft neere hand, as Oxe, Stay,or wilde Boares 
this hath ahead of iron of a pound anda halfe weighr,, 
fhaped in forme like the head ofa jauelin or Boare-{peare, 
as fharpe as any knife, making fo largeand deepea wound, 
as can hardly be beleeued.of him that hath not feeneir. 
The fecond ferueth for leffer Beafts, and hatha head of 
three quarters of a pound: this hemoft vitally fhoorerh.. 
The third ferueth for all manner of Birds: it had ahead’ 
of an ounce weight. And thefe heads, though they bee 
of irononely, yet are they fo cunningly tempered, that 
they will continue a verie good edgea long time: and 


though they beeturned fometimes, yer they will never 


or feldome breake. The neceflitie in which they ftand. 
hereof continually, caufeth them to haue iron in farre 
greater accountthen gold: and no man among them is of 
greater eftimation, then hee that can moft perfectly gine: 
this temper vnto it. Wivotbne obusad 
Euerie day we were marching by Sun-rifing, we conti- 
nued tillren in the forenoone, then refling (ever néeere: 
fome river) till pat. cwelue,. weemarched till fourepahd 
then by-fome rivers fide; wee repofed aur eluesin:fach 
houfes, aseither we found prepared: heretofore by them, 
when they travelled thorow thefe woods, onthey. daily. 
built verie. readily forvs,inthismanpery: > 
- As fooneas wee cameto the place, where we intendéd 
to. lodge, the Symerons, prefently laying, downe their: 
| be | burthens,, 
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burthens, fell to cutting of forkes or polts, and poles or 
rafters, and Palmita boughes, or Plantaine leaues, and 
with great {peed fet vp, to the number of fix houfes. For 
euerieof which, they firft faftned deepe into the ground, 
three or foure great pofts with forkes: vpon them they 
layd one Tranfome, which was commonly abouttwen-- 
tie foot, and made the fides in the manner of the roofes 
of our Countrey houfes, thatching'it clofe-with thofe 
aforefayd leaues, which keepe out water a long timesob- 
feruing alwayes thatinthe lowerground, where greater 
heat was, they left fome three orfoure foot open vothacht 
below, and made the houfes, or rather roofes, fo many 
foot the higher. ‘Burin thehils, where the aire was more 
peircing,andthe nights colder, they made our roomes 
alwayes lower, and thatched them.clofe te the ground, 
leaving onely one dooreto enterat, and adouer-hole for 
4 vent, in the middeft of theroofe. In everie of thefe 
‘they made foure feuerall lodgings, and three fires, one 
in the middeft, and-one ateach end of euerie houfe: fo 
that the: roome was moft tempefately warme, and :no- 
thing annoyed with {moake, partly by reafon of the na- 
eureofthe wood, which they vfeto-burne, yeelding verie 
little {moake, partly by reafon of their artificiall making 
of it: as firing the wood cut inlength like our billets, at 
the ends, and ioyning them together fo clofe, that though 
no fame orfire did appeare, yet the heat continued with- 
outincermiffion.

Neere many of theriuers where wee ftayed or lodged, — 


we found fundry forts of fruits, which wemigbrvfe with 
areat pleafure and fafetie cemperately, (Aum meas, Guya~ 

~ yas, Palmitos, Pines, Oranges, Limons, and divers other's 
from eating of which they diflweded vs in any cafe, vn- 
lefle we eat veric fewof them, andtlhofe firk dry rofted, 
as Plantant, Potatos,and fuch like. 00) 60) 
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In iourneying, as-oft as by chance.they. found any 
wilde Swine, of which thofe hills and’ valleyes haue 
ftore, they would ordinarily, fixata time, deliver their 
burthens to the reft of their fellowes , and purfue, kill, 
and bringaway aftervs,asmuchastheycouldcarrie,and 
time permitced, One day-as wee travelled, the Symerons 
foundan Otter, and prepared itto bee dreft: our Cap. 
taine maruelling atit, Pedro (ourcheele Symeron) asked 
him, 4reyou aman of warre, and in want, and yet doubt 
whether this bee meat.that hath blond? Herewithall our 
Captaine rebuked himfelfe fecretly, that he had fo flightly | 
confidered of icbefore. 

The third day of our ionfney, they brought vs toa. 
Towncoftheir owne,feated neerea faire river,on the fide 
of ahill, enuironed with adike ofeight foot broad, anda 
thicke mud wall often footbigh, fufficienttoftop a fud- 
den furprizer. It had one long and broad fireet, lying Eaft 
and Weft,and two other crofle ftreets of leilebredthand n 
length<:there were in it fome fiue-or fix-and fiftie houfe: x 
holds,which were kept fo cleaneand{weet, that not only 
the houfes, butthe verie ftreets were verie pleafant to be- 
hold. In this Towne we faw they lived veric civilly and 
cleanely : for.as foone as wee came thither, they wathed x 
them feluesinthe riuer,and changed their apparrel, which 
was verie fineand fitly made (as allo their women doe 
weare) fomewhat after the Spanith fafhion, though no- 
| thing focoftly.. This Towne is diftant thirtie frue leagues 
from Nombre de Dios, and fortie fiue from Panama, Itis 
' _ plentifully ftored with many forts of Beafts and Fowle, 
| with plentie of Maizand fundry fruirs. Habe : 
Touching. their affe€tion in religion, they have no 
kindeof Priefts, onely they held the Croflein great repu- 
-tgtion ; but at our Capraines perfwafion, they were con- 
tented toleaue tacir Croffes; and to learne the Lords 
eu ke yee Play eee prayers, 
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52 - Sir Francis, Drake Reuiued; 

prayer,,atid to be inftracted in fome meafure concerning 
Gods true worthip.. They. keepe. a continuall watchin 
foure parts, three milesoff their Towne, to prevent the 
milchieles which the Spanéards intend againgt them, by 
the conducting of fome of: their owne coats,:which has 
uing beene taken by:the Spaniards, hatte beeneienforced 
thereunto s wherein, as we learned, fometimes the Spas 
niards haue prevailed ouer them; {pecially when they li- 
ued leffe carefull; but fince they apainft the Spaniards, 
whom they kil like beafts,as oftenasthey taketheminthe 
woods, hauing aforehand vnderftood of their comming, 

We ftayed with them that night, andthe next day till 
noone: during which time they related vnto vs divers 
veric ftrange accidents, that had fallen outbetweenthem 
and the Spaniards, namely one: A gallane Gentleman 
entertained by the Gouernours of the Counttey, vnder- 
tooke the yeere laft paft, with ahundred and fiftie Soul- 
dirs, to put this Towne to the {word,men, women, and 
children, being conduGed to.it by one of them, that had 
- beene taken prifoner}.and won by greargifts ; heefurpri- ~ 
fed it halfe an houre before day, by: which occafienmott 
ofthe men efcaped, but many of their women and chil: 
dren were flaughtered, ortaken: but the fame morning 
by Sunrifing, after that their Guide was {laine, in follow- 
ing another.mans wife ; andthatcheSymerens had aflem~ 
bled them(elues in their ftrength,they behaued themfelues 
infuch fort, anddrauethe Spaniards to fuch extremitie, 
that what withthe difaduantage of the woods, :haning 
lof their Guide, ‘and thereby their: way, whae with fa-) 
mine and want, there efcaped stot paft thirtie of chem, tov 
returne anfwer tothofe which fentthem. © <0) yo | , 
Their King dwelein a Citie within-fixteené leagues

Thus all throughly fatisfied with the fighe of the feas, 
defcended, and atter our repaft, continued our ordinary 
march, threugh woods, yet two dayes more as before:

but to fach height, that theinhabicants are faineto burne

Vpon this notice,we forthwith marcht foure leagues; 
till we came within two leagues ot Venta Cruz, in which 
march two of our Sy#erons which were fent before, by 
{cent of his match,found and bronghta Spaniard whom 
they had founda fleepe by the way , by {cent ofthe faid 
‘match, and drawing neere thereby , heard him taking 
hisbreath as he flept; and being but one, they fell vpon 

- -him, ftopt his mouth from crying, put out hismatch, 
and bound him fo, that they well neare ftrangled him by 
that time he wasbrought vnto vs. By examining him, 
we found allthat to betrue, which our Spie had repor- 
tedto vs, andthat he wasa Souldier entertained with 
others by the Treafurer, for the guard and condué of 
this Treafure, from Venta (raxto Nombre de Dios. 
-¢ This Souldier hauing learned who our Captaine was, 
tooke courage'and was bold to make two requelts vnto 
him: the one, that he would command his Symerons 
which hated the Spaniards ( efpecially the Souldiers ) 
| extreamely,to {pare his life, whichhe doubted not but 
| they would doat his charge :the other was, thar feeing 
hewasa Souldier, and aflured him, that they fhould 
have that night, more gold, befides iewels, and peailes 
| ofgreat price, then all they could carrie (ifnot, then he 
| wasto be dealt with how they would) but if they all 
| found it fo, then it might pleafe our Captaine to giuevn- 
ro him ;'asmuch as ic might fuffice for him and his 
- Miftreffe to liue vpon, as he had heard our Captaine 
had done to diuers others: for which he would make his 
| name fo famous,as any of them, which had received like 
| fauour. - teen Oe - Being 
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Being at the place appointed, our Captaine with halfe 
of his men, lay on one fide of che way, about fiftie paces 
oftin the long praffe: John Oxnam withthe Captaineof 
the Symerous, and the other halfe, lay onthe other fide 
ofthe way, at the like diftance: bur fo farre behind, 
thatas occalion ferned, the former Company miphe 
takethe formoft Moyles by the heads, and the ocher 

the hindmoft, becaufe the Moyles tyed together, are 
alwayes driuen one after another; ad efpecially thar if 
we thould haue need to vfe our weapons that night, we 
might befure not to. endamape our fellowes, We had 
not laine thus is ambulh much abouean houre, but we 
heard the Recos comming from the Citieto Fenra CrUSy 
and.from Venta Cruz tothe Citie, which hath a very 
common and great trade, when the Fleetes are there: . 
we heard them, by reafon they delight muchto haue- 
deepe founding Belles, which ina fill hight are heard 
very fatreoff, Caton, iy 
Now though there were as great charge giuen as — 
might be, that none of our men fhould thow orftirre 
themfelues : bur let all chat came from Venta Cras to 
pafle quietly : yea their Recos alfo,becaufe we knew that 3 
they brought nothing but Marchandilefrom thence:yee . 
one ofourmen called Robert Pike, having dranken too 
much 4qua vite without water, forgat bimfelfe, and 
entifing a Symeron forth with bim , was gone hard tothe 
way,with intent to have fhewne his forwardnefle on the 
foremoft Moyles. And when a Canalicr. from Venta. 
Crux, well mounted, wich his Page running at bis fire: 
rop, paft by vnaduiledly he rofe vp tofeewhat he wase.’ 
bur the Sywerep of better’ difcretion puld him. downe, 
and lay vpon-him., thathe might not difeouer them any 
moze, Yet by this the Gentleman. had taking notice by 
, : iseing

feeing one all in white:forthat we had all put our fhirts 
ouer our other apparell , that we might be fureto know 
ourowne men ia the pell mellin the night.By meanes of 
this fight, the Caualier putting (pursto his horfe, rode 
a falfe gallop as defirous not onely himifelfeto be free 
ofthis doubt; which he imagined , but alfo to giue ad- 
uertifement to others that they might auoid it. 

Our Caprtaine who had heard and obferued ( by rea 
fon ofthe hardnefle of the ground and ftilnefe of the 
the night) the change of this Gentlemans trot to a 
gallop, fulpected that he was difcouered, but could 
Hot imagine by whofe faule, neither did the timegiue 
him leafureto fearch. And therefore confidering that ie 
might bee, by reafon of the danger ofthe place, well 
knowneto ordinary Trauellers: we lay ftillin expecta- 
tion of the Treafurers comming, who was by this 
time within halfe a league, and had come forwards to 
vs, but that this Horfeman meeting him, and (as wee 
afterwards learned by the other Recoes ) making repore 
tohim, whathe had feene prefently that night, what 
he heard of Captaine Drake this long time,and what 
he conie@ured to be moft likely : viz. that the faid 
Captaine Drake, or fome for him, difappointed of his 
expectation, of getting any great Treafure, both at 
Nombre de Diosand other places , was by {ome meanes 

_ Srother come by land, incouert chorow the woods vi- 
| to this place to {peed for his purpofe: and chereupon: 
| perfwaded him to turne his Reco out of the way, and let 
| the other Recoes, which werecomming after to pafle on. 
.- They were whole Recocs, and loaden but with viduals

The other two Recoes were no fooner come vp to vs, 
but being ftayed and feafedon, one of the cheefe Car- 
riers a very fenfible fellow , told our Captaine by what 
meanes wee were difcouered, and counfelled vs ‘to 
fhift for our felues betimes , vnleffe we were able toen- 
counter the whole force of the Citie and Countrie 
which before day would be about vs. | 

It pleafed vs but little, thac we were defeated of our 
golden Recoe,& that in thefe we could find not paftfome 
two Horfe-loade of filuer: but itgrieued our Captaine - 
much more, that he was difcouered, and that by one of 

his owne men. But knowing it bootleffe to grieve at 
things paft, and having learned by experience, that all 
fafetie in extreamities confiftethin taking oftime: after 
no long confultation with Pedro the chiefe of our Syme- 
rons,who declaredthat there were but two wayes for 
him: the one to trauell backe againe the fame fecret way 
they came, for fonre leagues {pace intothe Woods: of 
elfeto march forward , by the high way to Venta Cras, 
being two leagues, and makea way with his Sword 
thorow the Enemies. He refolued, confidering the long* - 
and wearie marches that wee hadtaken, and chiefely’ 
thaclaft euening and day before: totake now the hor-! 
telt and readieft way 5 as chooling rather to encounter! 
bis Enemies while he had ftrength remaining; then to 
be <ncountred ot chafed when wee lhould bee worne’ : 
aut with wearinefle : principally now having the 
Moyles,to eafethem that would,fome partofthe way: >

brought to Nombre de Dios, ifthey efcaped ficknefle the 
firft or fecond ‘moneth , they commonly liued init as 
healthily asin any other place : although no ftranger (as 
they fay) canendure there any long time, without 
great danger of death of extreameé ficknefle. ~~ 
Thoughat our firft comming into the Towne with 
“Armesfofuddenly , thefe Gentlewomen were in great 
feare: yet becaufe our Captaine had giuen ftrait charge 
toall the Symerons ( that whilethey were in his compa- 
nie, they fhould neuer hurt any woman, nor manthat 
had not weapon in his hand todoe them hurt, which 
they ‘earneftly promifed, and no leffe faithfally perfor- 
med) they had'nd wrong offered chem jnot‘any thing ta- 
| Kingfiom them, to the worth ofa'garter: whereinjalbe- 
it they had indeed fufficient fafetie and fecuritie, by 
thofe of his company , which our Captaine fent vnto 
them, ofpurpofe to comfort them: yet they neuer cea, 
Sed moft carneftly intreating, that our Capcaine would 
vouchfafeto come tothe himfelfe for their more {afe- 
tie: which when he'did,’ intheir prefencereporting 
the charge he had firft giuen, andthe affurance of his 
men, they werecomforted. 9 
-. Whilethe: Guards which we'had(not without great 
neede ) fer, as well on the bridge which we were to paflé 
ouer, as atthe Townes end where wee entred ( they 
haus no other entrance intothe Towne-by Land: but 
from the waters fide there is one other , to-cattie vp and 
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downetheir Merchandife from their Frigates ) gained 
vslibertieand quice to ftay in this Towne fome houre 
and halfe ; we had not onely refrefhed our felues , but 
our company and Symerons had gotten fome good 
pillage, which our Captaine allowed and gaue them 
( being noc the thing he looked for) fo that it were not 
too cumberfome or heanie in refpect ofour trauell, or 
defence v- our felues. A little beforewe departed, fome 
ten or twelue horfemen came from Panama by alllikeli- 
hood, fuppofing that we were gone out of this Towne, 
for that all was fo fill and quiet, came to enter the 
Towne coufidently : but finding their entertainement 
{ach as it was, they that could, rode fafter backeagaine 
for feare, then they had ridden forwards for hope. 
Thus we having ended our bufinefle inthis Towne, 
and theday beginning to {pring , we marched ouer the 
Bridge, obferuing the fame order that wee did before. 
T here we were all fafe in our opinion,as if we had beene 
enuironed with Wall and Trench : for that no Spaniard 
without hisextreame danger could follow vs. The ra- 
ther now, for that our Symerons were growne very va- 
liant. But our Captaine confidering that he hadalong 
way to pafle,&that he bad bin now well neere fortnight 
from his Ship, where he had left his Company but 
weake by reafon of their ficknefle, haftned his iourneies

In our abfence, the reftofithe Symerons had built 
a little Towne within chree leagues off the port where 
our Ship lay. There our Capitaine was contented, 
vpon their great and earneft intreaties to make fome 
ftay , for that they alleadged , it was onely built for his 
fake. And indeed hee confented the rather, that the 
want of {hooes might be {upplied by meanes of the Sy- 
merons, who werea great helpe vntovs: allour men 
complayning of the tendernes of their feete, whom our 
Captaine would himfelfe in their complaint accompany 
fometimes without caufe, but fometimes with caufe 
indeed, which made the reft to beare the burthen the 
moreealily. | via 

Thefe Symerons duting all the time that wee were 
with them, did vscontinually very good fernice , and itt 
particular in this iourney, being vnto vsinfteed ofintel- - 
ligencers, to aduertife vs; of guides in our way-to dire 
vs; of puruciors to prouide vi@aalls for vs; of houle. 
wrights to build our lodgings ; and hadindeedable and 
firong bodies arying all our neceflaries, yea many times 
when fome of our company fainted with fideefle or 
wearinelle, two Symerons would carrie him with eale be. 
tweene them two miles together, and at other times 
waen need was they would thew themfeluesno lefle va- 
lianttheninduftricus and ofgood indgement. | 

From this Towne, at our fri entranceintheeven 
onSaterday, eur Captaine difpatched a Symeron with 
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Sit Franeis DrakeReuiued. OF 
this three weekes, kept good watch againft the encmic, 
and (hifted in the woods ‘or freth vidtuall, for the relecie 
- andrecouery of our men left aboord. Affooneas this 
_meflenger wascome to che fhoare, callingto our Ship,

wed, Indeed he had feauentie men , and we now burthircy one.his Ship was 
aboue eighty Tun, and our Fregat not paft twentic,our Pinnace nothing neere 
ten Tun:yet our Captaine thought this proportionable, inconfideration that 
not number of men, but qualitie of their judgments and knowledge, were to 
be che principall aétors herein:andthe French Ship could doe no {eruice, nor 
ftand in any {teed to this enterprife which we intended , and had agreed vpon 
long before, bothtouching the time when it fhould take beginning , andthe 
place where we fhould meee, namely at Ais Franci/co.

now daily from Panama to Nombre de ‘Dios , we proceeded in couert 
throughthe woods,towards the high way that leadeth betweene them. Itis 
five leagues accounted by Sea,betweene size Francifcoand TK gmbre deDisosy 
but that way which we marched by land , we foundit aboue feauen leagues. 
We marched asin our formeriourney to Panama ,, both for order and filence, 
to the great wonder of the French Capcaine & Company,who protefted they 
knew not by any meanes how torecouer the Pinnaces , if the Symerons (to 
_whom what our Cap:aine commanded wasa law, though they litle regar- 
ded the French, as having no weit in them ) fhould leaue vs:our Captaine af 
fured him,there wasnocaufe of doubt ofthem of whom he had had fuch for- 
mer tryall, When we were come within an Englifh mile of che way, we ftay- 
edall night, refrefhing our Selues im great ftilnesin amoft conuenient place: 
where we beard che Carpenters, being many. in, number working vpon thei: 
Ships, as they vfually doc by reafon of the great heat ofthe day in Nombre de 
Dios, & might hearethe Moylescommungy from Pasama s byreafon ofthe | 
April.t, aduamage of the ground, The next morning vpon hearing of thacgreas 
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numberof Bells, the Syzeroxs reioyced exceedingly, as though there could. 
not haue befallenthem a more ioyfuil accident, chiefely hauing beene dif 
appoynted before, Nowthey all alfuredvs , we fhould hauemore gold and 
Gilner then al of vs could bear away as in truch it fell out.For there came threz 
Recoes,one of fifty Moyles , the other two of feauenty each , euery of which 
caryed 300.pound waight of filuer, which inallamounted to neere thirty 
Tun. We puceing our felues in readineife, went downe neere the way to heare 
the Bels , where we flayed norlong, but we faw of what mettal] they were 
made, and tooke fuch hold on the heads of the foremoft and hindmof 
Moyles, that all che reft ftayed and lay downe astheir maneris. Thefechree 
Recoes were guarded with fertie fue Souldiers orcthere abouts , tifteene ta 
each Reco , which caufed fome exchange of Bullets and Arrowes for atime, 
in which confit the French Capraine was fore wounded wich hayle-fhotin 
the belly , and one Symeron flaine : butin cheend thefe Souldiers thoughtit 
che belt way toleaue their Moyles with vs , and co feeke for more helpe a- 
broad:in which meane time we tookefome paine to eafe fome of che Moyles, 
which were heauieft loaden of their} cariages. And being wearie wee were 
~ concented with a few bars and quoits of gold, as we could well cary:buryin g 
about fifteen Tun of filuer, partly inthe boroughs which the great Landcrabs 
had made in the earch,and partly vnder old trees which are fallen thereabout, 
and partly in the fand and granell of a River, not very deepeof water. Thus 
when about this bufineile we had fpent fometwo houres , and had difpofed 
ofall our matters, and were ready ro march backe,the very felfefame way thae 
we came,we heard both horfe and foote comming as 1t{cemed to the Moyles, 
_ for they neuerfollowed vs , after we were once cucred che Woods:where the 
French Captaine by reafon of his wound, not able to trauell farcher, flayed, in 
hope that {ome reft would recouer him better flrength. But after we had 
marched fome two leagues, vpon the French Souldiers complaint,that they 
miffed one of their men alfo, examination being mide whether he were fluine 
orno : it was found that he had drunke much Wine, and oucrlading himfelfe 
with pillage , and hafting to goe before vs had Joft himfelte in che Woods. 
And as we afterwards knew, he was taken by the Spaniards chat euening,and ° 
vpon torture, difcouered ynto chem where we had hidden our Treafure, We 
continued our march all chat andthe next day , towards Rio Francifto, in 
hepe to meet our Pinnaces,but when we camethither , looking oucto Sea, eF pref, 
wee fawfeuen Spanifh Pinnaces, which had beene {earching all the Coafts 2.36 
thereabout ; whereupon yvee mightily fulpedted that they had taken or {poi- 
ied our Pinnaces, fe that our Caprainé had giuen fo ftraight charge , that 
they fhould repaire tochis place this after-noone from the Cabe-zas where _ 
chey rode, whence to our fighr,thefe Spaniards Pinnaces did come. 

~ Butthe night before,there had fallen very much raine,with much wefterly 
winde, which as it enferced the Spaniards to returne home the fooner,by rea 
fon of the ftorme : fo ir kept our pinnaces, that they could nor keepe the,ap- 
- pointment, becaufe the wind was contrary ,& blewe fo ftrong, that with MS cir 
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Oaresthey could all chatday get but halfe the way. Notwithftanding sif they. 
had tollowed our Capt, direétion in fetting forthoucr-ni ght, while the wind. 
ferned,they had ariued at the place appointed with far lelle Jabor,but with far _ 
more danger,becaufe that very day atnoone,the Spans Shalops mand out of 
purpofe from 2 ombre de Dios, were come to this place totake our Pinnaces? 
smagining where wewere, after they had heard of our intercepting of the 
Treafure, Our Captaine feeing the Shallops , feared leaft hauing taken our. 
Pinnaces,they hadcompelled our men by torture, to conreife where his Free 
gatandShipswere. Therefore in this diftreffe and perplexity, the company — 
imifdoubting that all meanes of returne to their Country werecut off, and, 
that their Treafure then ferued chemo fmall purpofe:our Captaine comfor- 
red and encouraged vsall,faying:we {hould venter no farther then he.did , it

ved: ifthe enemy haue preuailed againft our Pinnaces,which God forbid,yet 
rhey mufthaue ume to fearchthem , time to examine the Marinerss time to 
execute their refolution after it is determined, before all thefe times be taken, 
we may get to our Shipsifyee will, though not polsibly by Jand, becaufe of 
the Hills, Thicketsand Riuers , yet by water. Letvs therefore make a Rafe. 
with the trees thar are heere in readines, as offring themfelues being brought 
’ downe the Riuer,happily this laft @orme,and put our felues to Sea, I willbe 
one,who will be the other? Johx Smith offered himfelfe , andtwo Frenchmen 
that could {wim very well, defired they might accompany our Captaine , as 
did the S yzzeronlikewife (who had beene very carnett with our Captaine to 
haue marched by landthough ic were 16.dayes journey,and in cafe the Ships 
had beene furprifed,to haue aboard alwaies with them)e{pecially Pedro, who 
yet wasfaine to beleftbehind , becaufehe could notrow. The Raft was fit 
sedand faft bound;aSayle of aBisket facke prepared an Oare was fhaped out 
of ayoung Treetoferucin feed ofa Rudder, to direét their courfe before the 
wind. At his departure hee comfortedthe Company,by promifing,thar ific 
pleafed God, he fhould put his foote in fafety aboord hisFregat, he would, 
Godwilling, by one means or other getthem all aboard , in defpice ofall the 


three leagues fitting vp tothe wafte continually in water, & at cuery {urge of 
the wauetothe armepits, forthe {pace of fixe houres, vpon this Rafe .. what 
with the parching of the Sunne and what with the beating of the fale water, 
they had all of chem their skins much fretted away.At length God gauethem. 
che fight of two Pinnaces turning towards them with much wind,but with far 
greater joy to him,jthat couldeafily conje€ture, and did cheerfully declare to 
chofetliree with him, that they were our Pinnaces,and that allwas fafe, fo chat 
there was nocaufe of feare, But fee, the Pinnaces riot feeing thisRaft,nor ful 
pefting any fuch matter,by reafon of the. wind and night growingon, were 
torced toruninto acouer behind the peint, to take fuccour forthat night: 
which our Captaine feeing , and gathering , becaufe they came not forth a- 
gaine, thacthey would Anchorcthere , put hisraft a fhore,and ran by land a- 
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was no time now to feare: but rather to hafte to preuent that which wasfea- _ 


Spaniards inthe Indies, Inthismaner putting off to the Sea, fhe fayledfome — 
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bout the point,where he found them,whovpon fight of him, made as much 
haftas they could co cake him and his company. aboard; For our Captaine, 
of purpofe to try what hafte they could and would makein extremiry: him. ~ 


felteran in great hafte, and fo willed the other three with him , as ifthey had 
beene chafed by the Enemy: which they the rather fufpeted, becaufethey faw 


fefewwith him. And after his comming aboard, when, the demanding how. 


all his Company did?he anfwered coldly,well:they all doubted,that all went 
fcarce well. But he willing to rid all doubts... and fill chem,with ioy , tooke 
out of his bofomea Quoit of Gold, thanking Ged that ourjvoyage wasmade. 


Andtothe Frenchmen he declared, howtheir Captaine indeed was left be- 


hind, fore wounded and two of his Company with him: but it fhouldbe no 
hinderance to them, That night our Captaine with grear paine of his Com- 
pany, rowed to Rio Francifco: where hetooke the reftin, andthe Treafure 
which wee had brought with vs:making fuch expedition, that by dawning 
of the day,wefet fayle backeagaine, to our Fregat, and from thence direétly 
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to our ships: where alloone as-we arriued,our Captain deuided by weight,the - 


Gold and filuer mro two-euen portions, between the French, andthe Enghifh. 
About a fortnight after,when we had fet alf chings inorder,and taking out 


_ of our Ship all fuch necetlaries as we needed for our Fregate, had left and gi- 


uen her tothe Spaniards, whome wee had all this time detayned,we put out 
of that Harbor,together withthe French Ship, riding fome few dayes among 
the (abexas. Inthe meanetime our Captaine made a fecretcompofition. 
withthe Symerons,that twelue of our men and fixteenc of theirs fhould make 
another voyage, to get intelligence in what cafe the Country ftood , andifir 
might be,recouer Monfieur 7 etz the French Captaine, at leaft-wife to bring 
away that which was hidden inour former furprize and could not then be 
conueniently caried, Jobs Oxnam and Thomas Sherwell were put intruft for 
this feruice , to the great content of thewhole Company, whoconceiued 
greateft hope of them next our captaine , whomby no meanes they would 
condifcend to fuffer to aduenture againe this time yethe himfelfe rowed to 
fet them afhore at Rio Franifco: finding his labour well imployed both other- 
wife , andalfo in fauing one of thofe two Frenchmen that had remained wile 
lingly toaccompany their wounded Captaine. For tltis Gentleman hauing 
efcaped the rage of the Spantards, was now comming towardsour Pinnace, 
where he felldowne on his knees, biefsing God forthe time that ener our 
Captaine was borne,who now beyond all his hope,was become his delincger.. 
He being demanded what was become of his Captaine and other fellow, 

fhewed that within halfean houre after our departure , the Spaniards hado. 


 ouergotten them,andtooke hisCaptaine and other fellow: heonely efcaped 


by flight , haning caftaway all his carriage, and among the reft one Box of 
Jewels , that he might fly the fwifter from the purfuers:but his fellow tooke 
it vp and burthened himfelfe fo fore, that he could make no {pecd, as ealily he 
might otherwife, if he would hauecaft downe his pillage , and laid afide his 
couctous mind,as for the filuer, which we had hidden thereabout in the fant

and the fands,he thought that it was allgone; for thathe chonght there had 
beene neere 2000.Spaniardsand Negroes there:to digand fearch forit, This 
report notyvithftanding, our purpofe held, acd our men wvere feneto the. 
faid place, vvherethey found that che earth, every vvay a mile diftane had 
beenedigged and turned vp in euery place of any likelihood, to haue any. 
thing hidden in it, And yet newercheleile , forall chat narrovv fearch,all our 
mens labour wvas not quite loft: but: fo confidered , that the third day a‘ter 
their departure, they all returned {afeand cheerefull , vvich as muchfiluer as” 
they andall che Syerons could find, (véxsthirteene bars offiluer, and fome 
feyy quoits of Gold) vvith vvhich they vvere prefently embarqued vvithont 
empeachment, repairing vvith no letfe {peed then joy to our Fregat. Novy. 
vyasit high time to chinke ofhomevwvards, hauing {ped our {eluesasvve de~ 
fired:and therefore our Captaine concluded to vilit Rio Grand , once againe, 
tofee if he conld miecte vvithany fufficient Ship or Bark, to cary vidtuall e- 
nough to ferue our turne homevvards , in vvhich yve mighein (afety and fe- 
curity embargue our feiues. The French-men hauing formerly gone from vs 
as foone as they had their fhares at our firlt returne vvich the Treafure, as be- 
ing very defirous to returne homeinto their Country , and our Capraine as 
defirous to difmitle them, asthey vvereto bedifimiffed ; for that he forefavy 
they could notintheir Ship auoidthe danger of being taken by the Spaniards, 
if they fhould make oucany Men of wvar for them, vvhile they lingred onthe 
Coaft,and hauing alfo beene then againereleeued vvith vidtuals by vs : Novy 
at our meeting of them againe,vvere very loathitoleaue vs, and thereforeac. 
companied vs very kindly as far vp asS. Barnards, and farther vvould , but 
chat they durft not aduenture fo great danger , for that vvehad intelligence , 
that the Fleete vvasready to fetfayletor Spaive, riding atthe entry of (ar- 
thagena. Thus vve departed from them,pafling hard by Carthagena , inthe 
fight of allthe Flecte, vyitha Flag of Saint George in the maine top of our 
Fregat, vvithfilke flreamers and ancients dovvneto the wvater , fayling fore 
vvard witha large vvind,till vve came vvithintvvo leagues of che Riner, be- 
ing alllovv land, and darke night: vvhere to preuenc the ouer. fhooting of 
the River in the night, vve lay off & on bearing {mall faile, till that about 
mid-nightthe yvind veering tothe Eaftvvard, by tvvo ofthe clocke in the 
norning,a Fregat from 20 Grand palled hard by vs, bearing alfo bur{mall 
fayle. We faluted themvyvith our fhot and Arrovves, they anivvered vs 
vvith Bafes:but vve got aboardthem , andteoke fuchorder, thatthey vvere 
content againft their vvils to depart a fhoare and to leaue vsthis Fregar 
vvhich vvas of tvventy fue Tun, loaded vvith Maiz, and Hensand Hogs ,and 
fofne Honey in very good time fit for our vfe: for the Honey efpecially vwasa 
hotable releeuer and preferuer of our crafed people. The next morning as 
foone asvve fet thofe Spaniards a fhoare onthe maine , vvefet our courfe for 
the Cabexar vvithout any ftop,vvhither vve came about fiue dayesafter. And 
being at anchor, prefently vve houcoutall che Maiz aland, fauing three Burs - 
whichyve kept forour itore: and cary ing all our prouifionsa fhoare, vve 
‘ | broug.he 
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.and dryed fome of them, which did vs good feruice, the ref continued bur a 
‘{mallumeé. There were atthis time , belonging to Carthagene, N ombre de 
Dios,Rio grand,Santa Martha,Rio de Hatha, Ventalrux, Veragua, Ni- 
caragua,the Hendaras, Iamaica Gc. aboue 200 fregats,fome of 20.Funncs, 
_other but.often or twelue Tun, but the moft of thirty orforty Tun, whichall 
had entercotirfe becweene (arthagene and Nombre de Dios , the moft-or 
which,during our abode in thofe parts we tooke , and {ome of them twice or 
ehrice cach, yet newer burnt or fanckany, vnielfe‘they were made out Men of 
war againi{t vs,orlaid as ftales to entrap vs. And of althe men taken in thefe fe- 
ucrall veifels , wee nener offred any kind of violence to any , after chey were 
once conic vnder our power, but eicher prefently difmitled them in fafety 
or keeping then: with vs fome longer time, (asfome of them wee did)we al-~ 
“ wayes Prouided fox their fuftenanice 25 for our felues, and fecured then from 
the rage of the Symerons againft theni,tillat laft,;che danger of their difcoue- 
ring where our Ships lay being ouerpaft, (for which onely caufe we kept 
them prifoners )wee fer them alfofree. Many ftrange Birds,Beaftsand Fifhes, 
“befides Fruits, Trees,Plants 5 andthedike, vvere feene and obferued of vs in 
: siete which wvilliigly: vve pretermit’ as haftning to the end of our 
‘ voyage, vvhich from this Cape of Saintdnrhony,vve intended to fnifh, ‘by 
‘fayling che dire&eft and fpeedieht vvay homevvard, and accordingly, euen 
beyond ourovvne expectation moft ‘happily performed, For vvhereas our 
- Captaine had purpofed to touch at New-found-land , and there to hauevvae - 
“tered, vvhich vvould haue beene fome let ynto vs, though wve ftood in great 
“vvant of vvater, yet God Almighty fo prouided forvs , by giuing vs good 
tore of raine vater,that vve were fufficiently furnished: and yvichin tvventy 
_three dayesvvee paft from the Cape of Florida, to the Mesof Sidey,and{e are 
“ined at P/imouth;on Sunday about Sermon-uume, Auguftthe ninth 1573, 
"at what time the newes ofour Caprtaines returne brought ynto his, didfo- 
{peedily pafle ouer all the Church, and fuspafle their minds, with defire'and 
- delight'to fee him, that very few or none remained with the Preacher,all hafte 
ning to {ee the euidence of Gods Joue and blefling towards our Gracious 
Queene and Countrey, by the finite of our Captaineslabour and fuccefle. 
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
